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space standpoint, it is even feasible to install the larger tower. Jim Planck is looking
into this area. Until he has further answers, I don't know what our available courses
of action are at this time.

Subject: Dubner 6K Key ID System

By now, stations should have received their Dubner 6K Key ID unit for installation in
their master control area. I have had complaints that only the rather limited operations
manuals were sent out, and no copy of a maintenance manual. I have contacted
Grass Valley Group and requested that they forward the service manuals as well as
soon as possible.

As the TBN Network anticipates completion of the installation of the origination
equipment, we anticipate initiation for the Key ID system within the next few weeks.
Bob Fopma will be in contact with all stations regarding the graphics material which
will be sent on disks from here as well as the procedures for use of the local insertion
units.

At this point, I would like to provide information regarding installation of the units.
First, the equipment should be installed as close to the operating position as possible
in master control. This is because there will be occasional need for the operator to
select various modes on the front panel. For instance, if your station does not wish
to put up local prayer partner phone numbers, the manual "bypass" mode must be
temporarily selected to keep them from being keyed in by the network. It should be
emphasized that when this is done, that the mode be changed back to automatic prior
to the station breaks to insure that the instructions for the station break are acted
upon by the unit.

The unit should be installed following the output of your master control switcher as
a downstream keyer. Also, the input signal to it should not have the vertical interval
stripped off or reprocessed in any way because the unit relies on a line of the vertical
interval from the network satellite signal.

One of the features of the unit is it's ability to trigger a contact closure for external
devices such as audio cart machines. Standard operating procedure at this time is for
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all stations to only do "voice-over" audio only station identifications during the
network 10. The new units will be sent a closure to trigger your cart machines, so
you should plan on dedicating a remote "start" command to one of your cart machines
so that the network signal can activate the machine at the appropriate time.

Anyone who still has questions or is otherwise in need of assistance to properly install
their unit please contact me. Also, it would be useful information to me to know
what (if any) stations have received service manuals. Please drop me a quick note as
to whether or not you have yet received your service manual.
